THAT  MUST  BE  THE  POSITION  of  Dr.  Max  Rafferty 
who’s  column  about  BYU  (see  text  this  page,  although  in- 
tended to  be  quite  complimentary,  touched  off  a tinderbox 
of  speculation.  , ,. 

Dr  Rafferty  was  on  the  BYU  campus  at  the  same  time 
as  the  accreditation  team  and  the  rumors  of  non-accredita- 
tion  were  flying  hot  and  heavy.  What  Dr.  Rafferty  failed 
to  recognize,  however,  was  that  those  rumors  were  being 
spread  by  faculty  and  studentbody  and  were  completely  un- 

founded^ERTHELESS,  DR.  RAFFERTY  heard  the  rumors 
wherever  he  went  and  assumed  them  to  be  true. 

However,  according  to  a statement  at  the  time  by  Dr. 
Earl  C.  Crockett,  academic  vice  president  of  BYU,  full  ac- 
creditation of  Brigham  Young  University  by  the  Northwest 
Association  of  Secondary  and  Higher  Schools  will  continue 
and  was  in  no  sense  placed  in  jeopardy  by  the  visit  ot  the 
inspection  team.  . ..  ..  . ... 

THE  ACTUAL  REPORT  of  the  investigation  team  will 
not  be  available  to  the  university  until  late  in  November, 
but  Dr.  Crockett  (also  chairman  of  the  Higher  Commission 
which  does  the  actual  accrediting  (he  is  not  participating 
in  the  BYU  study  because  of  his  connection  with  the  school) 
—indicated  that  the  fact  that  only  a small  team  was  sent 
to  BYU  demonstrated  the  confidence  of  the  Northwest  As- 
sociation in  the  over-all  strength  of  BYU.  The  team,  lie 
said,  was  on  campus  to  observe  certain  parts  of  the  school, 
principally  the  new  programs  developed  since  the  teams 
last  visit  a decade  ago. 

BYU  is  a university  that  is  different— here  is  a cam- 
pus not  filled  with  beatniks  who  never  take  a bath;  it  is 
not  a campus  where  strife  is  a way  of  life;  and  most  im- 
portant here  is  a campus  where  God  is  not  dead.  We  are  dif- 
ferent— we  are  proud  of  that  difference,  Mormon  and  non- 
Mormon  alike. 

We  are  swelled  with  pride  at  the  observations  of  Mr. 
■Rafferty— but  if  only  he  hadn’t  run  aground  on  the  ac- 
creditation issue.  It  may  take  years  for  the  university  to

What  happens  when  the  new  collegiate  “sick  look”  tries  to  take 
over  a campus  dedicated  to  religion  and  morality? 

WHEN  THE  IRRESISTIBLE  FORCES  of  obscenity,  treason  and 
atheism  now  so  much  a part  of  the  academic  climate  collide  head-on 
with  the  immovable  objects  of  decency,  patriotism  and  faith,  who 
wins?  j 

It  looks  as  though  we’re  going  to  find  out  in  the  great  state  of 
Utah  and  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

RECENTLY  I SPENT  A FEW  DAYS  in  Provo,  lecturing  at  Brig, 
ham  Young  University.  I learned  a lot  more  from  the  students,  inci- 
dentally, than  they  did  from  me.  It’s  quite  a place.  Towering,  snow- 
topped  mountains  rise  behind  the  campus  like  a backdrop  painted  by 
the  Almighty.  Vast  vistas  of  green  and  russet  and  gold  merge  im* 
perceptibly  into  the  shimmering,  pastel  grandeur  which  is  the  Beehive 
State. 

Then  there  is  the  university  herself. 


Letter  To  The  Editor 


Dear  Brethren, 

One  year  ago  this  month  I was 
graduated  from  Brigham  Young 
University.  One  month  ago.  I 
was  enjoying  and  exercising  the 
God  given  right  of  freedom.  To- 
day, I’m  in  the  Republic  of  Viet 
Nam  where  the  words  of  freedom 
and  individual  rights  are  very 
seldom  if  ever  used  by  the  Viet- 
namese people  themselves. 

It’s  hard  to  believe,  if  you  aren’t 
personally  involved  in  their  strug- 
gle, that  these  people  could  and 
are  living  under  such  circum- 
stances. I’ve  been  on  sweeps  of 
areas  where  the  Vietnamese  peo- 
ple are  as  scared  and  frightened 
as  much  at  the  sight  of  Marines 
as  they  are  the  Viet  Cong.  These 
people  are  balanced  very  delicat- 
ely on  a fence— being  pulled  from 
side  to  side  depending  on  the  sit- 
uation that  affords  them  the  pri- 
viledge  of  living. 

I can  sincerely  say  that  since 
I’ve  arrived  in  the  RVN,  I’ve 
grown  to  appreciate  the  blessing 
of  life  that  we  as  Americans  and 
Latter-day  Saints  possess. 

Now  concerning  moral  support. 
This  is  an  element  the  American 
serviceman  needs  more  than  any 
thing  in  this  seemingly  God-for- 
saken country.  When  I read  in  the 
newspapers  about  anti-Viet  Nam 
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demonstrations  and  draft  card 
burning  incidents,  I really  get 
sick  to  my  stomach. 

I sincerely  feel  that  these  peo- 
ple don’t  understand  and  realize 
that  men  in  the  past  have  paid 
the  ultimate  price  for  ther  gene- 
ration to  live,  enjoy  and  exercise 
the  freedom  they  experience  each 
and  every  day.  If  seems  very  ap- 
parent and  obvious  that  many 
young  men  today  will  pay  that 
same  price  for  the  generations  to 
come. 

I want  to  emphasize  the  point 
that  moral  support  at  home  is 
•one  of  the  factors  that  is  helping 
to  win  this  war  regardless  of  the 
price  being  paid  in  human  lives. 

If  a person  truly  and  sincerely 
appreciates  the  American  way 
of  life  and  he  supports  the  action 
the  U.S.  government  is  taking 
in  the  RVN,  then  he  must  possess 
some  sense  of  obligation. 

I’m  not  saying  that  every  man 
should  go  out  and  immediately 
volunteer  for  the  armed  services. 


However,  I am  saying  that  when 
and  if  the  time  does  come  for  a 
man  to  enter  the  service eith- 

er through  the  draft  or  voluntary 

enlistment he  should  face  the 

task  ahead  of  him  like  a man 
fully  understanding  that  he  is 
fulfilling  an  obligation  to  himself, 
to  his  family  and  to  his  country. 

I believe  that  what  I’m  doing 
here  in  the  RVN  is  right.  When  I 
see  these  Vietnamese  people  with 
fear  and  terror  in  their  eyes  and 
in  their  actions,  I have  no  doubt 
that  the  forces  of  the  devil  are  at 
work  and  these  forces  are  work- 
ing overtime. 

I can’t  begin  to  describe  the 
thankfulness,  happiness  and  joy 
that  these  people  show  once  we 
have  cleared  an  area  and  pacified 
it  of  the  VC.  These  people  want 
only  one  thing— to  be  able  to  live 
in  peace  and  raise  their  families 
in  happiness  without  the  force  of 
Communism  present.

OLD  BRIGHAM,  TOUGH,  BEARDED,  PATRIARCHAL— a man 

with  a vision  and  a dream  given  to  only  a handful  of  men  in  any  given 
century— would  have  smiled  stern  approval  if  he  could  have  stood 
where  his  statue  now  broods  over  the  panorama  stretching  out  before 
it  and  have  viewed  the  laboratories  and  the  libraries,  the  auditoriums 
and  art  displays,  the  excitement  and  the  excellence  which  have 
flowered  in  the  wastelands  under  the  watering  and  nurturing  of  his 
Chosen  People. 

The  “Y”  she  is  called  affectionately  by  her  undergraduate  thous 
ands,  and  she  is  new  and  vital  and  ultramodern  and  alive.  But  the  Y 
is  in  trouble  with  her  peers  these  days.  It  seems  she’s  being  “ac- 
credited” by  one  of  the  nation’s  great  academic  and  professoria 
associations,  and  she’s  having  a hard  time  cutting  the  mustard  under 
the  new  rules.  The  visiting  accreditation  team  has  some  grave  doubts, 

SURE,  BYU  HAS  FINE  PROFESSORS,  but  none  of  them  happen 
to  be  atheists.  How  are  her  students  going  to  develop  that  “healthy 
scepticism”  so  much  in  demand  these  days  if  none  of  her  instructors 
are  out  plugging  nude  orgies  and  waving  “God  is  dead”  placards? 

Her  students  are  neat  and  clean  and  serious.  They  are  sent  to  the 
Y to  study  and  to  learn,  most  of  them  by  sober,  hard-working  parent! 
who  have  sacrificed  to  send  them.  But  the  accreditation  team  shakes 
its  collective  head  like  a brooding  buffalo.  Where  are  the  demon 
strators?  The  filthy  speech  movements?  The  topless  dancers?  The  free 
contraceptives?  Such  lack  of  student  initiative  shows  a distressing 
apathy  toward  all  things  which  make  a modern  university  what  it  has' 
recently  become. 

OH,  THERE  ARE  A FEW  other  shortcomings.  Faculty  salariei 
aren’t  quite  as  splendiferous  as  in  certain  “avant-garde”  institutions 
and  the  student-instructor  ratio  is  a little  high.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Y’s  professors  are  not  expected  to  perform  such  extra-curriculai 
functions  as  teaching  their  eager  charges  how  to  avoid  the  draft,  lie 
down  in  front  of  troop  trains  and  release  their  inhibitions  through  the 
creative  ingestion  of  LSD.  So  the  Provo  profs  are  probably  a little 
ahead  of  the  game,  all  things  considered. 

But  the  accrediting  experts  are  not  really  interested  in  the  Y’s 
grand  buildings,  bountiful  curriculum  and  high  student  morale.  They’re 
looking  for  radicalism,  rioting  and  rutting,  and  they’re  not  finding 
them  at  Brigham  Young.  And  by  the  twisted,  perverted  reasoning  of 
the  day,  they  are  dismayed  at  the  lack  of  dissipation  and  decadence 
there  as  contrasted  with  their  own  convulsed  campuses.  Something’s! 
just  got  to  be  wrong. 

RESULT:  THE  THREAT  OF  a “short-term”  accreditation  for! 
one  of  the  great  universities  of  the  West. 

Obvious  intention:  To  force  the  Y to  knuckle  under. 

PRESSURE  LIKE  THIS  HAS  WORKED  on  other  universities, 
Somehow  I can’t  see  it  working  at  the  Y. 

The  men  and  women  who  crossed  a continent  to  create  Desere 
out  of  primeval  desert  and  something  mighty  close  to  paradise  out  o| 
a rocky  and  forbidding  purgatory,  were  never  ones  to  bow  humbly  to 
the  forces  which  oppose  them.
